HE VICTORIA CITY COUNCIL 
is quite right when it claims

ment to limit its participation in 
the programs to paying the bill for

cellation of some works with the 
result that more rather than fewer 
persons will be out of work. 

As Aid. Toone noted there were 
very few people in the three-months’ 
welfare category in Victoria last 
winter. If the ruling had been in 
effect there would have been little 
provincial winter works’ Financial 
aid forthcoming and the number of 
projects would have been tut back.

At a seminar in Vancouver and 
in the repetition of a brief to the 
standing committee on marine and 
fisheries in Ottawa 
underscored the desirability of re- 
ciprocal agreements between Can- 
ada and the United States. 

Dr. F. W. Royce, director of the 
Fisheries Research Institute at the 
University of W: . speak- 
ing at the seminar on the Canadian 
straight baseline 12-mile limit, 
pointed out that action taken by 
one country along such lines in- 
vited similar, retaliatory action by 
another. If the United States. were 
to follow that course in Alaskan 
waters, he noted, the limits would 
take in most of the continental 
shelf along the Alaskan coast—and 
consequently could be off-limits to 
Canadian fishermen. : 

“Therefore,” said Dr. Royce, “it 
would seem to be prudent for the 
United States and Canada first to 
seek agreement in principle on the 
I j of. baselines which will 
: ‘ene-internal waters.” 


In Ottawa, a spokesman for the 
Fisheries Council of Canada, 
anxious to see baselines set quickly 


to establish historic rights, recog- 
nized “the necessity of honoring 
established treaties with. France 
and United States through negotia- 
tion.and agreement .. .” 

The prospect of- the United 
States forced to follow Can- 
ada’s in extending sea- 
ward limits immediately 
raises the question. of reciprocal 
fishing rights between the two. 

“We ate dealing,” said the 
spokesman, “in effect, with a North 
American fisheries problem, not 
just a Canadian one. We have to 
take into account joint. interests, 
poe see ape Mh fish stocks, his- 
torical intermingling of fishing 
erations, and the sani fisheries 
treaties to which both countries are 
parties.” 

The fact that the two countries 
have achieved such success in their 
joint work to protect salmon runs 
and to restore halibut fisheries on 
the Pacific Coast lends .strength 
to the Canadian American joint 
approach to the matter.

As you wander about the byroads and 
trails’ you will see many ways which 
nature has devised for plants to spread 
their seeds, = 
i Many berries such as blackberry, 
saliopberry and huckleberry are spread 
by birds which eat the fruit and-the hard 
seeds pass through their bodies or are 
carried in their crops. 

In this group can be included some o/ 
the trees such as the arbutus, cascara and 
the yew. : 


Manuals help in distribution by 
carrying ‘the sticky barbed seeds in 
their coats—the burrs, t-cicely, spear 


grass and many others could be included 
in this group. 

Wind plays an important part in the 
distribution of seeds, dandelions, thistles, 
oyster plant and, amongst the trees, the 
maples, firs and elms, — 

In this group are many that have tuft- 
like miniature parachutes which have a 
tiny anchoring device to hold them in the 
ground on contact.

~ Harlem Riots—Not a Theory But a Condition 


NYONE TRYING to look at the Harlem 
riots in the light of the official 
ideology adopted in the Cow Palace is 
bound, it seems to me, 
to quote Grover Cleve- 
dand. We are dealing ~ 
not with a theory, but 
with a condition. There 
is no meaningful rela- 
tionship between the 
Harlem facts and the 
Cow Palace theories.

We must suppose, therefore, that 
awhen Senator Goldwater inveighs -against 
crime and declares that the streets must 
be made safer for law-abiding citizens, he 
is not suggesting that we establish in this 
country a national police force com- 
manded by the president.

Khrushchev's opponents in the Commun- 
ist camp to exploit a highly fluid situ- 
ation in their own interests. 

During the past months Mr. Khrush- 
chev has been carefully damping down 
many possible danger spots. The Berlin 
issue was sidestepped by the innocuous 
agreement with East Germany; in Cy- 
prus, British Guiana and elsewhere the 
Russians have been exercising an almost 
exaggerated restraint; in a highly dem- 
onstrative manner the blame has been 
put on the Chinese for raising the ten- 
sion in South-east Asia through their 
provocative policies, and so inviting 
American retaliation; there has been a 
new approach to the UN in the matter 
of a world police force. 

Meanwhile, in various small ways 
(the latest is the agreement with Amer- 
ica to exchange know-how on the ex- 
traction of fresh water from sea water} 
the Russians are seeking to develop 
closer links with an American President 
whose official challenger is a man dedi- 
cated to the dismemberment not only 
of the Communist bloc but also of the 
Soviet Union itself.

Naney Price, 84-year-old former actress and 
nature writer, started the campaign against 
bird banding in her privately printed magazine, 
Pedlar's Pack, a journal devoted to animals 
and particularly to birds. In a speech Jan. 
12, Miss Ptice spoke of birds as “creatures 
way above all forms of life."’ 

Pedlar’s Pack has about 2,000 subscribers, 
about 30 of whom are in Canada, These peo 
ple make up nearly all the supporters of the 
anti-banding group.

A leaflet distributed with Pedlar’s. Pack is 
titled Freedom Fettered. It tells ghastly tales 


of unnamed banders who reputedly snatch up ~ 


nestlings, clamp heavy metal rings on their 
quivering legs and finally release after 
which, says Miss Price, the birds mdy become 
neurotic and probably will meet early death. 

She argues that clumsy-naturalists may in- 
jure birds physically or mentally during band- 
ing; that small legs inevitably grow, making 
the bands pinch and possibly causing gangrene; 
that bands may catch on branches, causing 
the birds to starve to death; and that some 
bands are as heavy to-a bird-as-a three-pound 
leg iron would be to a man, giving the bird 
great problems in flying straight. 

Naturalists deny banding is harmful and say 
it is valuable in “discovering birtls’ feeding 
habits, life spans and migration routes.

not a law enforcement agency, 


is doing what it can and I 
think about all it can. with 
its existing funds and re- 


sources to gird you against 
this relatively new threat to 
a pleasant outdoors holiday. 

In certain parks, it has 
switched its , fee- collecting 
rounds from daytime to laje 
evening, and is keeping an 
officer on duty until the small 
hours, Sproat Lake is one of 
this number. 

At locations which I sug- 
gest you check. before dark 
sets in; government telephones 
are being installed. 

More intensive police patrol 
Ying has been promised by the 
RCMP, and a proposal is being 
weighed whereby Civil De 
fence, an instrument of 
demonstrated usefulness in 
British Columbia, may —help 
out through its RCMP-trained 
auxiliary police. 

Under this plan, one RCMP 
and one civil defence auxiliary 
policeman would work to 
gether as a patrol team in 
some parks. 

Signs are also to be posted 
offering a $25 reward for in- 
formation leading to the ar- 
rest and conviction of park 
trouble-makers. 

Locked gates and curfews 
aren't being contemplated. 

“A curfew,” one senior 
parks branch official told me, 
“is completely against the 
spirit of camping.
